about its newspapers because of 
the “ tremendous role” they play in 
its political and economic life. Sec­ 
retary 
Ickes told

The interior secretary suggested 
that the press v oluntarily div ulge 
its “ financial relationships” , wel­ 
come criticism and keep itself or ­ 
der constant surv eillance. 
“ I want it to free itself from its 
own v oluntary serv itude,” he said. 
'Phis, he asserted, should be done 
not by gov ernment control but by 
the press itself. Gov ernment con­ 
trol he added, “ would be a calam ­ 
ity and the v ery idea is abhorent 
to me ” 
"1 told u’e must do ev ery thing 
to defend the freedom of the press 
for the « ak** of our general liber­ 
ties and our 
democratic institu­ 
tions,” Ickes declared. 
I* . S. P ap ers “ Hes 1 ” 
He termed American 
newspa­ 
pers the 
best and 
freest in the 
world but contended that “ owing 
to economic 
tieups, our press is 
not as free as it should be in a 
democracy .”
